Berlin, December 4.—At the trial today of 
the five editors, Baron von uetzow and 


Herren Foelmar, Ploetz, Leckert 
rtger, under charge of 


libeling Count von Eulenberg, Baron 
Marschal von Beiberstein and Prince 
Alexander von Hohenlehe, the public 
Prosecutor stated that he had instituted 
criminal proceedings against Baron von 
Luetzow upon charges cf forgery and 
frauds. The charges of forgery grew out of 
the testimony given by Herr Kukutsch, a 
member of the press bureau, yesterday, in 
Which the witness accused Luetzow of 
forging a receipt for the sum of 50 marks, 
which he alleged he had paid Kukutsch for 
writing certain articles, and the charge of 
fraud is also involved in the matter of the 
incriminating articles, which Luewow false- 
ly declared were written by Kukutsch. 

Baron yon Luetzow, through his ad- 
vocate has made what purports to be a full 
confession. He declares that Leckert, one 
of the defendants, supplied the material 
for the article against Count Botho von 
Eulenberg, Leckert alleging that Baron 
Marschal von Bieberstein, minister of for- 
eign affairs, inspired the article. 

When Von Luetzow told Major von 
Tausch, commissioner of the detective po- 
lice, that the foreign minister had inspired 
the article Major Tausch was delighted be- 
cause of the personal animosity he enter- 
tained for Baron Marschal von Bieber- 
stein.

The reading of the confession caused a 
it sensation in the courtroom. 

| usch Makes Partial Confession. 

Major Tausch, who testified yesterday, 
was recalled to the witness stand. He 
admitted some of the statements contained 
in the confession and cntered into lengthy 
explanation of others?” Some of them he 
denied in toto, including the one relative 
to the forgery of the receipt. 

During the giving of this testimony the 
judge warned Major Tausch to remember 
that he was on his oath, lest he incur a 
sentence of penal servitude. 

- Baron Marshal von Bieberstein was re- 
galled upon the conclvsion of the examina- 
“ion of Major Tausch. He explained the 
reasons why the-foreign office ceased four 
years ‘ago to employ the political police, 
and added: ‘“‘The policé may employ what 
agents they please, but when they have 
the effrontery to slander me and the foreign 
officials, I must have recourse to publicity 


1 to brand such doings.” 


This declaration caused another sensa- 
tion. 

The court adjourned after the evidence 
of the foreign minister had been given. 

Interest in the case has been greatly in- 
creased by today’s revelations, and it is 
thought that persons in high court circles 
will be shown tu have been concerned in 
the intrigues against state officials. The 
greutest interest is now centered in what 
Count Philip von Eulenberg had to say on 
the subject.

SAY THAT IMMIGRATION SHOULD BE STOPPED 


Press: Association Listens To Belliger- 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Tennessee Republican Editorial 
Association met in this city tonight and 
was addressed by Hon. H. Clay Evans, 
General Willard Warner, representative- 
elect to the state iegislature, and Colonel 
H. B. Case, state senator-elect, all of this 
city. The “state election laws” was the 
theme of the orators and they waxed bel- 
ligerent in their denunciation of the dem- 
ocrats. 3 

Representative Warner said thet he had 
heretofore done all he could to induce 
emigrants to come to the state, but he 
would from this time on advise them not 
to come until the election laws had been 
reformed. 

He said that there had not been a fair 
election for twenty years in any of the 
once confederate states, but that the elec- 
tion machinery had been controlled by 
scoundrels who cared nothing for the sa- 
credness of the ballot. Said he: 

“T sometimes think these scoundrels will 
not stop their outrages until we organi£e 
and prepare to fight.”’ 

Hon. H. Clay Evans was particularly 
severe on the election managers in this 
city and county, and said: 

“I think it would be unpatriotic to ad- 
vise our friends to come to this state until 
our laws are changed, and ‘there is no 
place in the south worse than Chattanoo- 
ga.”” 

Mr. Evans was sure that the laws would 
be reformed, but he did not think the 
democrats now in control of the machine 
would do it. : 

Colonel Chase, senator-elect from this 
county, was equally as severe, ‘and fa- 
vored organization to secure the rights of 
republicans in Tennessee, if need be, with 
force.

THREE KILLED IN A WRECK

Willimantic, Conn., December 4—A New 
York express frefght from Brattleboro to 
New London was" wrecked at a point a 
mile and a half from Eagleville, on the 
Central Vermont railroad, at about half- 
past 7‘o’clock tonight, and three persons 
lost their lives.

OTIS HALL, engineer, of Brattleboro. 

BENJAMIN HALL, fireman, a_ brother 
of the engineer, also of Brattleboro. 

WARREN THOMAS, head brakeman, of 
Gouverneur, N. Y. 

None of the other members of the train's 
crew suffered injury. At the point mention- 
ed the train brdke in two sections, the 
forward portion leaving the track. As it 
went along the rails it tore the roadbed and 
carried away telephone and _ telegraph 
wires. 

At midnight, investigation leaves no room 
for doubt that the boiler of the engine ex- 
ploded before the train broke in two, Ben- 
jamin Hall ard Warren Thomas were in- 
stantly killed. Engineer Hall was alive 
when found, but died half an hour later in 
Mansfield, whence he was carried. 

His body and those of the other dead 
were horribly mutilated and scalded by 
the explosion.

CLEVELANDS CUBAN VIEWS. 


Does Not Believe That Situation War- 
rants Interference. 

New York, December 4.—A Herald special 
from Washington says: 

President Cleveland’s last annual message 
to congress is now complete, including the 
paragraphs on the Cuban situation. The 
latter was the main topic discussed at the 
cabinet meeting today. Secretary Olney 
had drafted a review of events in Cuba 
during the last year, and the president has 
commented upon it, 

It ts asserted that the president and his 
cabinet are substantially unanimous in 
the opinion that until there is something 
more decisive in the Situation in Cuba no 
action can properly be taken by the United 
States. The message will state, in effect, 
that the United States goverment has stead- 
fastly and earnestly endeavored to dis- 
charge its duties to a nation with which we 
are at peace and to avoid the slightest ap- 
pearance of willingness to take advantage 
of its trouble with a rebellious colony. We 
have enforced the laws of neutrality at 
great trouble and expense. 

At the same time it will be stated that 
the people of the United States sympathize 
deeply with the Cuban insurgents, and that 
unless Spain soon restores peace on the 
island the situation may become such as to 
make action by this country tmperative. 

In addition to announcing a happy ‘solu- 
tion of the Venezuelan controversy, the 
president will say it is understood that ne- 
gotiations for a general arbitration treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, for the settlement of all disputes 
which do not involve questions of national 
honwr, are progressing satisfactorily, and 
the opinion will be expressed that the 
treaty will be concluded before the close 
of the present administration. 

The president will not be able to state 
that he has official knowledge of the acqut- 
escence of Venezuela in the agreement 
reached between the United States and 
Great Britain for the settlement of the 
boundary dispute, but he can show that 
the matter is closed so far as the United 
States is concerned, and that the outlook 
fur Venezuela's approval is favorable. There 
is no doubt in the mind of Mr, Cleveland 
that President Crespo will recommend to 
the Venezuclan congress the ratification of 
the agreement already reached,

Havana, December 4.—The people of Ha- 
vana are still in the dark, so far as the 
movements of General Weyler are concern- 
ed. If the authcrities have heard anything 
definite from him ¢ince he went into camp 
near Los Palacios they are keeping their 
information to themselves. They state that 
they are ignorant of ris present position, 
but that they know he is carrying out in 
detail the plan of campaign prepared be- 
fore he left Havana. 

Rumorsregarding Maceo are meager, but 
little attention is paid to them. 

The only definite news from the province 
of Pinar del Rio is that the commands of 
Generals Melquiso and Inclan have had en- 
counters with the rebels. 

The fight in the Gobernadora hills yester- 
day, mention of which was made in these 


is adversely commented wpon even by loy- 
alists. The fact that Gomez, the insurgent 
commander-in-chief, has arrived in the 
province of Santa Clara, is taken to indi- 
cate that it is his plan to march westward 
to the relief of Maceo in Pinar del Riv. 
It is evident that he has crossed the cen- 
tral trocha, extending from Moron to Ju¢ 
caro, but no report of his doing so ttas 
been made public in Havana. It is sup- 
posed that it was his command that blew 
up the train on the trocha last Sunday aud 
also destroyed two forts along the line. 
The insurgents’ advance column, under the 
well-known leader Quintin Bandefa, is now 
near Hanabana, on the border of the prov- 
ince of Mantanzas, which adjoins Santa 
Clara on the west.

Senator Pettigrew, like the reat, is very 
cautiow about what he savs. They all 
appear to be waiting to oonfer together 
befure committing themselves to any pian 
of action. The senaeur from South Dakuta 
said today that he guessed the republicans 
had h-tier bo allowed to do what they want 
to as regards tho tariff. 

“You know,” he said, “I voted for the 
Dingley bill. I am in favor of a tariff. No 
tanff irgisiation or anything else that the 
republicans cun do will do any good. 

“But.” he added, “I do not see how ary 
bill can be passed at this session. There 
will be only about two weeks of the ses- 
sion befwre the holiday recess, and then 
there will be only January and Febuary 
in which to pass the appropriation bills. 

A very small opposition would defeat 
tariff lexzislation."’ 

Senator Dubois says, for his part. that 
he does not think the Dingley bill can puss. 
He says it has already been condcmued, 
and that it is not Worth while to wiite 
time upon it. He says also that he recurds 
an international agreement as impossible 
on the coinage question, and says thut the 
gold standard men do not want such an 
agreement.

BOYKIN. REFERS TO BENEDICT ARNOLD 


Remarks Were Reduced to Writing 
but Were Not Stricken from 
the Record. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 4.—(Special.) 
There were stirring times in the senate 
today. After a apirited debate, the bill 
which sought to prohibit the making of any 
contracts payable specifically in gold was 
defeated, the nine populists in the senate 
alone voting for it. 

Referring afterwards on the floor to the 
fact that the silver demoorats had voted 
against the measure, Senator Hundley, of 
Madison, who had been, until last sumfmner, 
a democrat, but whe went over to Mc- 
Kinley and ran fer congress ‘ast month on 
the republican ticket, undertook to ridicule 
the democrats for their alleged consistency 
and facetiously remarked that the populists 
were the only freo silver advocates who 
stuck to their colors, . 

Senator Pettus arose and roasted the 
senator vigorously, and Senator Boykin 
got the floor. He said he was there as & 
free silver democrat, not as a driveling 
idiot. He saw no good purpoge that the 
proposed bill could effect, and that such a 
law would seriously injure the material in- 
terests of the state. Referring to Hundley, 
he regretted to be reminded of Benedict 
Arnold. He added some spicy remarks 
about deserters. Hundley protested, and 
insisted the senator reduce his remarks to 
weiting, Which Boykin cheerfully did; but 
Hundley’s mcticn that they be stricken 
from the record was laid on the table. This 
is not believed to be the last of the

House Committee Says That the State 
‘Should Sell the Northeastern. 


TWO BIDDERS ARE AFTER IT 


Desired as a Tink in a Proposed In- 


The finance committee of the house will 
make a report today in favor of Repre- 
sentative Armstrong’s bill authorizing the 
governor to sell the Northeastern railroad 
to the highest bidder, the upset price being 
$287,000. The state thas that sum invested 
in the road, and of course desires to get 
out whole on it. There are two projects 
now to build a road from Augusta to Chat- 
tanooga and the projectors of both enter- 
prises want the Northeastern as a link 
in their line. Probabiy never again will 
the state have a chance to get two bid- 
ders. 

The Northeastern is about forty miles 
long, reaching from Athens to Lula, on the 


Southern railway. 

When it was offered for sale some time 
ago for $287,000, the governor did not get a 
single bid on it. Now there is a possibility 
of the bidders running it up to $400,000. 
The purpose of the promoters and capital- 
ists who are working on the two projects, 
is to give Athens another independent out- 
let to the north and the coast by way of 
Augusta, and to the’ west by way of Chat- 
tanooga. 

While the Northeastern is leased now 

for $18,000 a year, this rental is only sc- 
cured by a $15,000 bond, which is less than 
a year’s rental. This is one reason urged 
for selling the property. Circumstances 
might arise, it is said, which would throw 
the property back on the state’s hands. 
During the two years when it was operatéd 
by the state it did not clear the interest 
on the bonds and the state got no taxes. 
If the sale of the road should help the 
purchasers in building to Augusta and 
Chattanooga, the counties through which 
the line would pass and the state, too, 
would get taxes. . 
‘ Mr E. A. Richards, who has the North- 
eastern leased, says that he thinks the 
state would do well to sell the ruoud, so it 
gets all of its money out of the property. 
He said last night that so far as the lease 
company is concerned, no obstacle would 
be placed in’ the way and he expressed 
the hope that the state would get a good 
price for the line.

Ho Marked Business Revival. Is Looked 
for This Year. 


WEATHER HAS HURT BUSINESS 


Bank Clearings for November Largest 
for that Month in Thirteen - 


Years. 


New York, December 4.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“General trade continues in moderate 
volume, jobbers and wholesalers being 
agreed that there will be no business re- 
vival this year. There is some activity in 
holiday goods. Rains and stormy weather 
south and cold and severe weather west 
and northwest have checked traffic on in- 
terior roads and otherwise interfered with 
the distribution of merchandise, except 
with some northwestern centers where 
more seasonable weather has stimulated 
the demand for ‘heevy textiles, clothing, 
hats and shoes. Throughout the central 
Mississippi valley there has been no in- 
crease in demand in wholesale lines, and 
at the south trade is characterized as dull. 
Sales of open hearth steel have been made 
at a parity with grades which have been 
considered cheaper; nails have again re- 
acted on the dissolution of the pool; tin 
plate prices have been cut, and bessemer 
pig iron has sold down 15 cents a ton. The 
weakness in hides continues, and prices are 
lower, though thus far without effect on 
quotations for leather. Petroleum prices 
have reacted, and quotations are lower for 
coffee, lard, oats and corn. No material 
change is reported in prices for pork, print 
cloths and lumber, while those for turpen- 
tine, tobacco, cotton, sugar, wheat and 
flour are all higher. 

“November bank clearings reflect the 
speculative activity following election. 
Compared with months immediately pre- 
ceding, the showing is a good one. Only 
once before in thirteen years has the No- 
vember total exceeded that for October, 
and with the exception of January, the 
November total is the heaviest for any 
month this yeur. But, in spite of this, the 
total November clearings were smaller than 
& year ago, and, with New York excluded, 
quite a heavy falling off is reported. The 
total clearings at sixty-six cities for No- 
vember aggregate $4,564,307,804, a decrease 
from a year ago of 2.8 per cent. Outside of 
New York, the total clearings at all cities 
fell off nearly 11 per cent from a year ago. 
Only two large cities in the country show 
increases—New York, with 3.6 per cent, and 
Paltimore, with 4.3 per cent. 

“There are 359 business failures reported 
throughout the United States this week, 
which is an increase of 63 as compared with 
last week and 44 as compared with the cor- 
responding week one year ago.” 

Dun & Co.’s View of It. 

New York, December 4.—R. G. Dun & 
Co. will say tomorrow in their weekly re- 
view of trade: 

“The classified failures for November, 
given today, show gratifying reduction com- 
pared with October, and are especially im- 
portant as showing that the peculiar dis- 
turbance during the presidential campaign, 
which swelled failures $36,000.00 in August 
and September, did not prevent quick re- 
turn to a monthly aggregiate scarcely 
greater than ‘that of May. Defaulted lia- 
bilities in eleven months have been $198,738,- 
459, against $148,544,202 last year, the increase 
being only $14,000,000 outside of. those two 
months, and this remaining increase of only 
10 per cent was also in part due to the alarm 
during the campaign. The decline of fail- 
ures to about 4 per cent of the September 
aggregate gives stronger ground for the 
confidence so generally expressed, 

“Ground for confidence is also founl in 
the abandonment of two of the largest 
combinations by which the tron industry 
has been retarded, and the possibility that 
two others will be abandoned. Such a 
state of things within a month after the 
election suggests that these organizations, 
formed when depressed business failed to 
support all the works in existence, are 
not expected to survive a géneral revival 
and ample demand for proCucts. The im- 
mediate effect of breaking prices is to check 
large buying of iron and steel products, 
but it will soon be seen about where prices 
are to range. At present the base price 
for wire nails is $1.25, against $1.55 two 
weeks ago, with greater reduction on small 
sizes because new cards reduced extra 
charges. Beams are selling at $1.35 against 
$1.55 two weeks ago and there are sales of 
billets below the fixed prices. The bar 
combination is still undersold by steel bars 
at 1.1 cents and nothing is doing in rails, 
because the meeting shortly to be held will 
settle whether any” price shall be fixea 
for next year. Bessemer pig, at Pittsburg, 
is lower at $11.65 anf grey forge at $10, but 
there is large demand for vessel plates, 
both on.foreign contracts and for the lakes. 
Several thousand cars have been ordered 
and numerous new builidiigs and bridges. 

“The coke combination has changed its 
method so that coutracts are openly made 
below prices recently ruling, and there is 
some partition of consumers among the 
producing interests. Wool manufacture is 
waiting, and while more concerns are at 
work the new demand improves but little 
with favorable weather. 

“In the cotton manufacture there is Ht- 
tle change, though goods are selling better, 
but with many added works’ production 
exceeds present demand. 

“The market for raw cotton is weak. 
With over 4,750,000 bales in sight by De- 
cember Ist, when the crop is usually about 
half in sight, current estimates would leave 
only 3,500,000 more to come forward in nine 
months, and the larger consumption in 
mills does not advance prices. 

“The volume of business shown by clear- 
ing house returns was for the past week 
nearly 1 per cent over last year, and for 
the month of November 3 per cent, and 11 
per cent less than 1892, the comparison 
being the best for the past five months. 

‘Failures for the week have been 379 in 
the United States against 324 last year, and 
in Canada 55, against 52 last year.”

Agricultural Implement Dealer Fails 
for $250,000. 

Dallas, Tex., December 4.—Telegrams to 
Dallas commercial agencies report the fail- 
ure of W. E. Dupree, hardware and agri- 
tural implements, Waco, Tex., with branch 
houses at McGregor, Mount Culm and 
Rosebud. The Huaubilities are $250,000; as- 
sets nominally the same. - 

The faifure was unexpected and created 
a surprise in business circles. J. C. Berk- 
head, of Waco, is named as trustee, and 
the deed of trust provides for the payment 
of local creditors ahead of foreign cred- 


itors.

Through the careless or-incompetent 
management of the Georgia railroad the 
governor and a large nomber of the 


other distinguished gentlemen who were 
anxious to attend the funeral, were | 
hawked about between the union depot | 
and the Georgia railroad yards for about 


were notified that, as the wires were 
down between Union Point and Augusta, 
the train would have to be abandoned. 
This notice was served only a short 
while before the hour fixed for the 
funeral, and the state was not officially 
represented in the exercises. 

The wires have been down between 
Atlanta and Augusta for four days. 
That was nobody’s fault: but as the 
break occurred between Augusta and 
Union Point, and as telegraphic commu- 
nication had beeh uninterrupted between 
here and the latter place, the special 
train fiasco of yesterday seems to be 
utterly inexcusable, and it arises out 
of the fact that Atlanta is now, and has 
been all along, treated by the present 
management of the‘ Georgia rai!road 
without due regard to the importance 
of the city. For a year or more there 
has not been a representative of the 
Georgia railroad in Atlanta whose au- 
thority was materially greater than that 
of a baggage smasher. The city. has 
been perséstently ignored, and the neg- 
lect has caused many of our business 
houses, very naturally, to transfer their 
business to other lines. 

The fact that there was a break in the 
telegraph lines beyond Union Point does 
not in the slightest degree extenuate the 
offense of yesterday's burlesque, The 
management of the road knew the wires 
had been down for several] days, and if 
it had not undertaken to experiment 
with a special train, the governor and 
the members of the general assembly 
could have easily gone down on the 
usual morning schedule. 

No wonder the members of the leg- 
islature are indignant at their treatment.

hardly be a doubt that the elements 
they represent will control the incom- 
ing administration to a certain extent. 

We shall, therefore, have an opportu- 
nity to test the merits of the scheme 
to provide for the deficit, leaving every- 
thing else to take its course. 

One queer remark of The Louisville 
Post demanded a moment’s attention. It 
Says: “Pad as it is to borrow money 
to meet expenditures, it is better to do 
this than to tax a people already stag- 
gering under burdens.” When, where 
and how has the government ever been. 
abie to borrow money without taxing 
the people? The taxes they will have 
to pay for the $262,000,000 recently bor- 
rowed will amount to many millions of 
dellars during the next thirty years. 

The only method ‘by which the govern. 
ment can ‘borrow money without pay- 
ing interest is to issue its own notes. 


Delaware’s State Convention. 

The tittie state of Delaware has a live- 
ly convention on her hands just at this 
time. 

In order to explain the nature of this 
convention it is necessary to go back for 
a period of over one hundred years in the 
history of the state. In 1792 the present 
state constitution was adopted, but 
strange to say, it was never submitted 
to a vote of the people. With the ex- 
ception of only a few minor changes, 
however, which were made as far back 


| as 1831,-the original constitution of 1792 


bas been handed down to the present 
time. Although the question of holding

in the state legislature to each of ae | 


three counties im the state, One of these 
counties has more than double the popu- 


lation of the other two, and yet in the

Without respect to either population 
or material interests each county 1s 
placed on the same equal footing; and 
against the injustice of this constitu- 
tional provision a large number of yot 
have risen up in protest. . 

Other matters which will come before 
the convention during the present sitting 
are the abolition of life tenure for the 
judiciary of the state and the extinguish- 
ment of what is termed “a vicious and 
corrupting fee system.” It is also likely 
that some action will be taken on the 
line of ballot reform. From the fore 
going inventory of business to come up 
before it, the convention will doubtless 
be in session for several days.

Russia in China. 

More than ordinary significance at- 
taches to the statement that Russia and 
China have entered into a compact with- 
in the last few days. It virtually means 
fhat Russia, instead of England, will 
mold the destinies of China. 

The treaty between the two nations 
opens the Mongolian empire to the rail- 
way enterprise of Russia, It will be re- 
membered that Russia is now building 
a gigantic railway through Siberia and 
in connection with this trunk line, which 
will be something over 5,000 miles in 
length, she intends to send out branch 
lines into every part of China. In the 
building of these lines Chinese labor 
will be employed to a large extent, but 
under the supervision of Russian over 
seers. 

With the commercial foothold which 
these various railway enterprises will 
give to Russia in the Chinese empire 
it is easy enough to perceive that her 
influence upon the future of China is one 
of far-reaching extent.

An “American” State, 

One of the oldest states in the union 
with respect to the time of its original 
settlement is the statte of North Caro- 
lina, which was colonized in 1587. 

While this fact confers a unique dis- 
tinction wpon our sister commonwealth 
it is by no means the only one which 
her long career furnishes, In the old 
provincial days she not only enjoyed 
a marked individuality of her own, but 
stood in the very front of American 
colonies. ‘The fires of liberty were kin- 
dled upon her mountains long before the 
speech of Patrick Henry, in the Virginia 
house of delegates, sourided the key note 
of the revolution, and several months 
before the declaration of independence 


Philadetphia in 1776, she had given to 
the world her famous Mecklenburg dec- 
laration, : 

It is, therefore, in keeping with her 
past record that the old Tar Heel state 
should be even at this day a strong 
center of Americanism. That she is en- 
titled to this distinction is shown by the 
fact that no state in the union has a 
smaller foreign-born population than 
North Carolina. According to the census 
of 1890 there were 1,600,000 native-born | 
inhabitants in North Carolina and only 
3,700 born without the state limits. This 
is a remarkable statement, especially in 
view of the fact that North Carolina is 
a coast state, and ther borders offer a 
standing invitation to foreign immi- 
grants. 

In comparison with North Carolina’s 
extremely small percentage it is inter- 
esting to note the showing of other 
states. North Dakota heads the _ list 
with 80 per cent of her population born 


without the limits of the sfate. Next 
comes Minnesota with 56. Wiscon- 


sin 44, Rhode Island 44, New York 


35, Connecticut 32, New Jersey 29, 
Illinois 28, New Hampshire 23, 
Ohio 14, Maryland 10, Indiana 7 


and Louisiana 4. The figures for Geor- 
gia are not given, but so steady has been 
the tide of immigration which ‘has pour- 
ed into the state during the past few 
years that she doubtless takes bigh rank 
in the number of her foreign-born citi- 
zens, 

With respect to North Carolina, how- 
ever, it is interesting to note that almost 
every citizen can trace his ancestry back 
to King’s mountain or some other field 
of encounter in the revolutionary his- 
tory of the state. It should be a source 
of pride to the people of North Carolina 
to know that the splendid growth which 
the Tar Heel state has achieved in re 
cent years is like the sturdy pine of their 
forests, a product of the soll.

Farmers the Basis of Industry and 
Business. 

We observe that some of our friends 
who have not been able heretofore to 
examine both sides of the issue which 
was up for discussion during the recent 
campaign are inclined to dismiss the 
question from a false position. The es- 
sence of that issue was not silver or 
gold, but the depression caused by low 
prices of farm products, 

The Providence Journal, as well as Ed- 
ward Atkinson, is now turning its at- 
tention to the real cause of our business 
troubles.. The’Journal says that four 
men in every ten are engaged wholly in 
agriculture, but the proportion is much 
larger. Edward Atkinson estimates tat 
at least one-half of the workers of the 
country are occupied either in agricul- 
ture or in processes direcfly dependent 
thereon. But even this is an under- 
statement, for, outside of money-lending 
and note-shaving, and some of the re- 
cent results of electrical inventions, the 
whole business of the country depends 
for its activity and stability on the pur- 
chasing power of farm products. Our 
mereantile trade and the vast bulk of 
our railway traffic are peculiarly demend- 
ent on the power of the farm pfoducts 
to command money in the markets.

6, 1886, Augusta had the thermometer reg- 
istering as low as 6 degrees above zero, 
@nd the present storm was 2 desrecs 
warmer, but more hurtful. . 

The damage from the breaking of beautl- 
ful shade trees beneath their load of ice in 
the private yards on ‘the Sand Hills and 
fn the oity and in the streets cannot be es- 
timated. 

Cut Off from the World. 


The railroads were all blocked by the | 
wreck of wires anfi poles, and trains were | 


Wednesday and Thursday Augusta was 
absolutely cut off from telegraphic com- 
munication with the world. Had the total 
destrucuon of the biggest city in the coun- 
éry occurred Wednesday, the fact could not 
have been learned in Augusta before 
Friday. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company 
has not had a s'ngle wire working to any 
point since Tuesday night, and the Postal 
Telegraph Company has been equally help- 
less. The former company estimates its 
damage at $5,000, and the Postal says it 
will take $2,000 to cover its loss. The tele- 
phone exchange says fully $1,500 will be 
needed to repair its system. 

Wires broke under the weight, and the 
wind snapped off the tops of telegraph 
poles, which fell with all their cross arms 
laden with ice-covered wires. The boughs 
of treés fell beneath the weight, and Presi- 
dent Higinbotham, of the world’s fair, 
who arrived here Wednesday n‘ght, declar- 
ed that Augusta presented the most charm- 
ing winter scene he ever witnessed on 
Thursday morning. The trees were still 
bending beneath their load of ice, while 
the sunshine was so warm and balmy that 
on the sunny side of the street an over- 
coat was hardly necessary. 

One Man Killed. 

Not a single accident as a result of the 
storm has been reported in the city. In 
Burke conty, near here, one negro was 
killed by the falling of a large limb of a 
tree which struck him on the head, crush- 
ing his skull. 

The forests in the storm district have suf- 
fered greatly, owing to the breaking of 
trees under the heavy load of ice that en- 
cumbered them. Thursday the sun came 
up bright and early, and the weather is 
now of that kind that has won for this 
country the title of the “Sunny South.”

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Barly Method of Traversing the Great 


How the Pony Express Opened the 
Way for the Railroad and 
Telegraph. 


From the Denver Correspondent of The 


Chicago Record. 

The first regular method of transporting 
merchandise across the plains was by Ox- 
teams, when detachments of United States 
troops were placed in the New Mexico 
country to hold the border line against the 
encroachments of Mexicans about the time 
of the Mexican war. Then the frontier 
posts were along the Missourt river. When 
General Albert Sidney Johnson was ordered 
to move against the fighting Mormons in 
Utah territory the question of the transpor- 
tation of supplies for the soldiers became 
most serious. There lives in this city a 
gentleman, now eighty-two. years of age, 
who undertook that problem, and it was 
done to the approval both of the war de- 
partment and the command operating sO 
far from a base of supplies. 

Alexander Majors passed his eventful life 
entirely upon the plains. He learned to 
drive an ox team soon after he learned to 
walk and early in life he was engaged in 
the business of freighting upon the famous 
Santa Fe trail. He prospered in the busi- 
ness, and when the demand came for a 
great caravan to transport the ‘supplies for . 
the army operating against the Mormons, 
Majors, with his years of experience, was 
ready to undertake the gigantic task of 
conveying the supplies, more than 1,000 miles 
from the Missouri river to the ariny. He 
secured the co-operation of two men with 
no end of energy and courage, and the 
firm of Russell, Majors & Waddell soon 
became famous all over the country. Pos- 
sessing unlimited credit, the firm hougit 
teams and wagons on t me and in two years 
they had made over $2,000,000 profit in their 
busiress. This great freighting firm was 
not then satisfied. They wanted to show 
their great prowess in yet another manner. 


Establishing Pony Express. 
The discovery of gold in the Rocky moun- 
tains, near Denver, was the opportunity 
wh'ch Russell sought. to prove his won- 
derful executive ability. He conceived the 
idea of establishing a dally stage line from 
the Missouri river to Denver and against 
the opinions of ‘his junior partners, who 
thought the plan too dangerous an experi- 
ment, the stage line was established. About 
this time Senator Gwin, of California, was 
seeking influence and aid to secure the 
opening of.a stage transportation route 
across the plains somewhere along the 
fortieth parallel of latitude. At that time 
the only overland means of transportation, 
other than that of emigrant trains, was by 
the Red river route, operated by the But- 
terfield Stage Company. That route across 
the Pan-Handle of Texas, through Arizona 
deserts to Los Angeless and thence to San 
Francisco, was much too long, and the 
Californians were seeking to find a shorter 
route. The chief oppos'tion to the central 
route was that it would be Impracticable in 
wirter, owing to the extreme cold weather 
and the heavy snows of the Sierra Nevada 
range. 

On one of his visits to Washington to look 
after his bus‘ness of freighting army sup- 
plies to Wtah» posts Russell met Senator 
Gwin and.was so taken with the daring 
idea of a direct route to the Pacific that he 
immediately declared that the scheme was 
entirely feasible, and that his firm could 
and would undertake it. Tihey already had 
a stage route in operation to Salt Bake 
City, and the remaining distance could be 
covered in good time, he was certain. The 
fact that the stage line was losing money 
rapidly did not seem to worry Russell at 
all. He felt atsured that in time the coun- 
try would settle up and that the traffic 
would result in great profit to the stage line 
owners; then there was the hope of a heavy 
subsidy from the government for the mail 
service, which the stage route would afford 
if it proved practicable. 

Four Hundred Mustangs in Relays. 

In order to prove the practicability of the 
route Senator Gwin proposed the establish- 
ment first of a pony express, that by mearis 
of fast horses and relays at suitable dis- 
tances dispatches and important business 
mail could be carried from the Missouri 
river to San Fraancisco in ten‘days. If th’s 
venture Was a success the establishment of 
a stage line must eventually follow and 
with it the change of the mail route from 
the Butterfield dine to that operated by 
Russcll, Majors & Waddell. 

“When I.ussell came back from Wash- 
ington in the winter of 1859,’"’ said Majors 
recently, speaking of the days of the fa- 
mous pony express, “he told us of the 
proposed scheme and wanted us to go in 
with him to try the plan. Both Waddell 
and I opposed it as being entirely too ex- 
pensive and uncertain, but Russell ins sted 
and was so enthusiastic that we finally con- 
sented -and: our firm prepared to open the 
route, 

‘Within two months he had secured be- 
tween 400 and 500 wiry Mexican mustangs, 
had esteblished relay stations from Salt 
Lake City to Sacramento, with a force of 
men at each station as keepers, riders and 
assistants and had furnished all the neces. 
sary equipment for the work. Each pony 
was to average thirty-five miles a day, 
three ponies making a relay in the best po:- 
sible t.me. The messages to be carried 
were written or printed on tissue paper and 
the charge was $5 a half ounce. 

“The first start was made from Sacramen- 
to, the end of the telegraph fine, on April 
3, 1860. It was a great day in the history of 
that city. There were public addresses, a 
parade and a banquet. The city was dec- 
orated with flags and the express was 
started with all the glory possible. 

Cutting Down the Time. 

“Our relay riders made over 1 milés be- 
fore handing over the dispatches to the 
next relay rider: Often they rode farther 
and On several occasions a rider was known 
to go 300 miles before he was relieved. From 
the day the first dispatch bag was started 
there was not a single trip made in less 


than the schedule time of ten days be-

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“The \y express was maintained at a 
heavy aoe Indians raided «the stations 
and killed the men; riders were shot while 
on the road; horses were continually dying 
from exhaustion and many teams were em- 
ployed tn freighting supplies to the distant 
posts and in keeping the road open across 
the mountains in the winter time so that 
the pony riders would not be delayed. 

Telegraph Line Established. 

“The success of the pony express in 
shortening the distance between the fron- 
tier and California encouraged the: Western 
Union Telegraph Company to extend its 
line’ across the plaine, Edward. Creighton, 
of Omaha, who had built a number of 
lines in. the west for the telegraph com- 
pany, had long nursed this plan, and in the 
winter of 1860 he rode to Salt Lake Ofty 
on one of our stages, where he interested 
Brigham Young in the enterprise, then 
pushing on horseback over the Nevada 
desert and ‘the Sierra Nevada mountains in 
the winter time he secured the co-opera- 
tion of the Cal'fornia State Telegraph Com- 
pany. Returning to Omaha in 18#1, the 
work of building the line across the plains 
‘was undertaken. The stage stations of our 
company and ‘the relay stations of the pony 
express made it comparatively easy for the 
construction -parties to operate, and in Oc- 
tober of that year the pony express gave 
away to the telegraph company. During 
the summer of 1861 a stage route Was es- 
tablished from Salt Lake City to Sacramen- 
to, and in time the mals were routed that 
| way instead of by the Butterfield line. 

‘The pony express and its daring riders 
hastened the opening of the overland route 
and I have no doubt that had it not been 
for our firm the telegraph, stage and even 
railroad Ines across the plains must have 
been retarded for years.” , 

One of the riders of the pony express 
lives in this city and he delights to talk 
of his experience during that exciting year, 
The life of Jay G. Kelley, a well-known 
mining engineer, is full of interesting inci- 
dents. As a mere lad he ran away from 
his home in Boston and went to Califor- 
nia on a clipper around Cape Horn. From 
that time until rheumatism compelled him 
to settle down to a quieter existence his 
life was full of adventure. 


Kelley as an Express Rider. 

“T joined a company of California vol- 
unteers in 1859,” began Mr. Kelley, “and 
under Colonel Jack Hayes, a Texas ranger, 
and Colonel Hungerford, a Mexican war 
veteran, we proceeded into Nevada to ex- 
terminate the Piutes, who were on the 
warpath. After a decisive battle at Py- 
ramid lake, we thought the Indians would 
settle down and behave themselves, so 
I left the volunteers and settled in Carson 
City. In the spring of 1860 Bolivar Roberts 
came to Carson Cfty to engage riders and’ 
station men for the pony express. He 
wanted men of Tight weight who could 
ride well and who knew how to shoot. I 
suited him and was,engaged at a salary 
of $75 per month. e. started out with 
bull teams to es stations, our party 
mustering fifty men. As soon as a sta- 
tion was located the men would be dropped 
off to wait until the pony express should 
appear. At that time I was thirty-two 
years old, weighed about 110 unds and 
was as full of life as a boy could ‘possibly 
be. It was all fun in those days and 
now I wonder how I ever survived it at 
all. , 
“When we got out on the desert east 
+ of Carson we found that the pesky Piutes 
were still on the warpath, so we had to 
halt at the ‘Sink,’ or Carson lake, and 
build a fort. There being neither timber 
nor rock in that vicinity, we had to go 
down to the edge of the sink and mix the 
adobe soil in order to make swn-dried 
bricks. We tramped mud with our bare 
feet for a week until thé strong alkili in 
the soil caused our feet to swell and crack 
and our sufferings were most acute. In 
fact, my feet never did regain their nor- 
mal size afterwards, and ever since I 
have worn shoes several sizes larger than 
when I started out from Carson City. 

Music from a Mountain. 

“Our next station was at Sand Springs, 
where good water could be obtained by 
sinking wells into the sand and walling 
the holes with lava bowlders found in the 
sand. We constructed a fort 100 by 75 feet 
of these lava bowlders and ponies were 
kept in these rooms with the men to pre- 
vent their being shot or carried off by the 
Indians. Just back of that fort was a sand 
mountain and when the wind blew the 
sand fairly darkened the air. There was 
a curious phenomenon about that moywn- 
tain which I never solved. When the 
wind was in a certain direction musival 
sounds could be heard coming from. the 
mountain, rising and falling with the wind 
and changing tones like a great or 
Often I lay at night on my bunk and list? 
tened to those beaunti 
from that sand mou n, and it was a 
delightful change from the monotony of 
our lives out on the Nevada desert. 

‘To the next station, a distance of thir- 
ty-seven miles, there was a stretch of 
sandy country, which in these days pas- 
sengers in Pullman cars find disagreeable 
to cross. There was not a drop of water 
along the way, and in the heat of summer 
or in the bitter cold days of winter that 
ride was awful. But at the station, called 
Cold Springs, a beautiful stream of water 
ran right by the station from a timbered 
canyon, and it seemed a paradise after 
that ride of thirty-seven miles over the 
trackless sand. In going from Cold Springs 
to Sana Springs, on the day that I car- 
ried the Buchanan message, I killed my 
pony when twelve miles out from the lat- 
ter place and had to trot into the station 
on foot, carrying the dispatch bag. When 
the men a* the station saw me coming 
afoot over the desert they thought f was 
the advance of a party of Piutes and they 
rushed out to riddle me. I held my hands 
up, signifying a surrender, and then one 
of the men, by the aid ‘of spyglass, recog- 
nized me. I was covered with alkali dust 
and perspiration and so tanned that I did 
not wonder that they failed to recognize 
Me at first. 

Shooting of a Rider. 

“East of Cold Springs was Smith creek 
thicket of Quakingasp along Edward's 
creek, sévera! wiies wide, where the only 
trail was a narrow, winding path through 
the brush. This was a fine place for the 
Indians to secrete themselves and wait for 
the express riders, One day a Mexican 
rider came into Cold Springs station with 
a Duillet hole through his body. He tolq 
us he hac been shot in the quakingasp 
thicket, but he had held on and ‘the pony 
had brought him into the station. He died 
shortly afterwards, A few hours later the 
express from the west came in and I. had 
to make the ride to Smith creek through 
that same thicket.“ I tell you ! did not 
lose any time in making that ride. At the 
top of his speed the pony rushed through 
that winding trail where we could see only 
@ <ew feet ahead of us at any time. The 
bridie reins tay on the horses neck and | 
held my Sharp's rifle at full cock ready for 
any emergency.

hunting for their’ ponies that had been 
turned out to graze, and we could not af- 
ford to wait until they returned. One time 
I rode'180 milés and started back over the 
game route with only two hours’ rest. All 
we had to eat was bacon and. pancakes, 
with jack rabbits for extra food. 1 grew 
so tired of rabbits that the very sight of 
them hanging in the markets today gives 
Me nausea. -— 

“y had’ a natroW escape from death one 
evening shortly after dark, when, on round- 
ing a turh in the trail, I saw the lights of 
a camp-fire aliead. I d'd not know whether 
the aw was composed of Indians or em- 
igrants and-t had no time to inquire.. Dash- 
ing the spurs into the mustang and crying 
‘Pony, pony, pony!’ as loud as I could I 
rushed right through the party as they 
clustered on either side of the road.

When the 
pony 6x was abandoned I returned out 
of the to Carson City and went to 
mining a short time, until there came 
a eall for vdlufteérs to defend the posts 
against thé Indians while the regulars 
went to war with the south. I was made 
captain of a company by Governor Nye 
and becamé commander of Fort Churchill, 
a post which I used to ride by when I 
was carrying dispatches.” 
How thé Chief Dignitaries of the 
Church Are Selected. 

From The New York Tribune. 

Dr. Temple, lately bishop of London, was 
6n Wednesday last elected archbishop of 
Canterbury: in thé chapter house at Can- 
terbury: Yet several weeks before he was 
appointed to that office by the queen, and 
it wag understood that her majesty’s au- 
thority’ was absolute and final in the mat- 
ter. The apparent discrepancy between the 
two statéments may seem puzzling to those 
not familar with English ecclesiastical 
Ways, It is merely one of those formai rel- 
ics of olden times, which are so carefully 
preserved in England, and which 
give so conservative an, air to that really 


radical country. 
In early times bishops were elected, lay- 


men aé Well as the clergy enjoying the 


suffrage. Then the lay electors were ex- 
cluded, and the suffrage was confined to 
the clergy, the sovereign and the pope. In 
Saxon times in England the sovereign was 
the sole dispenser of such dignities, and 
such was the case under William the Con- 
queror, Under Henry I there was a great 
contest between king and church, at the 
end of which the king resigned his power 
of making bishops. In John’s reign it was 
formally: decreed that every bishop should 
be elected by the chapter; the king should, 
as a matter of form, appoint; but his ap- 
pointment was neither necessary nor bind- 
ing. Heriry VIII exactly reversed the sys- 
tem, making the royal appointment author- 
itative and ‘the election by the chapter 
merely formal; and the practice established 
by him remains unchanged and in force 
today. tome 

On the death of a bishop tlie dean and 
chapter announce the fact to the sovereign, 
and beg leavé to elect his successor. The 
sovereign responds, not only with such per- 
Mission, but with a positive command that 
they shall elect the person named-in the 
command, That is the royal appointment, 
and i is in fact final. The dean and chap- 
ter, after a little time, go through the form 
of an election. But they cannot lawfully 
elect any other person than the one already 
appointed, and if they neglect or in any 
way fail to elect, the royal appointment re- 
mains perfectly valid. A court of confirma- 
tion is afterwards held, before which ob- 
jection to the &)nfirmation of the bishop- 
elect may be made. But objéctions are 
rarely made, and are still more rarely sus- 
tained. In the present century only three 
bishops. have beén objected to, one of 
them, by the way, being Dr. Temple. when: 
he was bishop-elect of Exeter in 1869: and ir 
all three cases thé objections wera over- 
ruled. In the present instance there will 
be no consecration, since the archbishop- 
elect has sliteady been consecrated as a 
bishop. Nothing remains, therefore, but the 
ceremony of enthronization, and then Dr. 
Temple will be practically the supreme au- 
thority of the Anglican church.

Is Released. 


SQ NERVOUS AS TO BE UNFIT FOR LABOR 


The Prison Food and Cooking Have 
Given Him a Case of Nervous 
Dyspepsia and Other Ailments.

Dr. E. B. Bush. principal physician of the 
penitentiary, acting under the direction of 
Governor Atkinson, has made an examina- 
tion of the physical eondition of Harry 
Hill, wl@ is now confined in the convict 
camp in Oglethorpe county, which is con- 
ducted by Mr. J. M. Smith. 

Dr. Bush made his examination Thurs- 
day and yesterday submitted his report on 
the matter to the governor. The report 


S2ys in part: 

“A careful examination of Harry Hill's 
physical condition shows that he is still 
suffering with mervous dyspepsia and In- 
digestion. In my judgment he has symp- 
toms of diahbetis also. Thgse physical dis- 
abilities render’ him very nervous and 
unfit for labor such as is now required in 
the penitentiary ef this state. 

“Tl examined Mr. Hilt in April last while 
he was confined in the lwmber camp at 
Kramer in Wilcox county, and found him 
suffering with the above described diseases 
I thought that perhaps a change of cli- 
mate and water might relieve some of the 
troubles with which he was suffering and 
recommended his removal to some camp in 
the middle or northern part of the state, 
which was done. But much to my regret 
I find that he is no better. I am of the 
opinion that he will not improve as long 
as he is compelled to remain in prison for 
the reason that close confinement and a 
rough course of diet such as is had in the 
penitentiary, together with unpleasant sur- 
roundings, which are grating to all human 
sensibilities, will in a majority of cases 
aggravate rafher than relieve the trouble. 
i therefore, have no hope of his recovery 
so long as he is confined in the peniten- 
tiary. 

“Ff must further state that Hill’s troubles 
have arrived at that stage in which, if 
relief is not had soon, the diseases will 
assume chronic form and in all probability 
never vield to treatment. Even now I 
regard him as a physical wreck. If, how- 
ever, he is liberated from prison where he 
could have proper diet and water, suich as 
will be congenial to his system he might in 
all probability recover sufficient to. be able 
to earn a living. I hardly think, though, 
he will ever be a sound man again. 

“These are my conclusions after carefully 
considering his conditfon and I respect- 
fully submit them to you as requested.

COUNTY GETS FREE WATER. 


WATER BOARD FINALLY AGREES 
TO THE OLD PETITION. 


Water Main To Be Constructed from 
the Atlanta System to the Ful- 
ton County Barracks. 


A special meeting of the water board 
was held yesterday in*the mayor's office 
to consider the request of the county com- 
missioners for the extension of a six-inch 
water main from Curran street to the Ful- 
ton county barracks. 

There was a full attendance. Mr. J. J. 
Spaiding appeared forthe county commis- 
sioners and presented their side of the 
case. The application of the commission- 
ers for this water is of long standing, but 
ajl previous: efforts have failed. Yester- 
day, however, Mr. Spalding made a prop- 
osition for the commissioners which was 
agreed to by the water board. It was as 
follows: 

The county agreed to pay all costs for 
the pipe, construction, etc., but the city 
will furnish the water to the county in any 
reasonabls quantity free of charge. . The 
county is to pay all costs of laying the 
pipe,, but the city pipe force will do the 
work. 

A valve is to be put in at the tap and 
this valve is to be under the perpetual 
control of the city. 

No tap can be made on the pipe line 
except by consent of the water board. 

A proportional meter shall also be put 
in, ‘the work to be done to fhe satisfac- 
tion of the superintendent of the water 
department. ‘ 

In case the eity should in the future de- 
sire to acquire ownership of the new main 
the terms of the transfer are tu be agreed 
on by the city and county authorities. 

The water board reserved fhe right to 
cut off the water from the new main if 
its regulations are not complied with. 

The city further reserved fhe nrizht to 
make taps on the new line for the purpose 
of supplying consumers as in other cases 
with the regular city ‘mains. 

The city also specified that it should 
have the right to put in fire hydrants at its 
discretion and at its expense. 

Whenever the city Shall desire to extend 
the main to the city sanitary grounds the 
agreement allows i‘ to do so upon terms 
to be agreed upon by the two boards. 


SNOWING IN THE NORTHWEST. 


The Weather Foregaster Tells About 
the Conditions Everywhere. 

At 8 o'clock last Hight snow was falling 
at nearly all of thé government weather 
Stations in the northwest; and cloudiness 
extended eastward ovér ‘the lakes as fur 
as Buffalo, resulting’ from this storm. 

In all other sections of thé country, ex- 
cepting the Missouri’ Valley, the weather 
Was generally clear and the temperatures 
ranged from 6 to 16 degrees warmer in 
all sections, With the exception of the 
northwest and the western lake region.

BOTH SIDES CLAIM THE SITE 


Stone Mountain® Citizens Employ 


Counsel To Make Investigation. 


OPPOSITION TO REMOVAL I$ CONFIDENT 


Secretary of State Candler Is Looking 
Into the Law, but Has Reserved 
His Decision. 


Is the DeKafv county courthouse to re- 
main in Decatur cr will it be removed to 
Stone Mountain? 

The citizens of Decatur say there is no 
danger of the removal of the county site, 
while the citizens of Stone Mountain claim 
the new structure that is in contempla- 
tion will be erected in the latter village, 
end bcth sides have announced that the 
question will be carried to the highest 
tribunal before the answer is made. 

Yesterday the tax payers and voters of 
DeKalb county who favor the removal of 
the courthouse took active steps in the 
matter, and the interesting question will 
probably go into the courts at once for an 
adjustment. ) 

A committee composed of prominent cit- 
izens of Stone Mountain called at the office 
of Glenn & Rountree yesterday and asked 
for an opinion of the law in regard to the 
matter. After an investigation, the com- 
mittee was informed that the election held 
Wednesday was legal and definitely settled 
the question in favor of the removal of the 
courthouse. 

Secretary of State Candler was also of- 
ficially notified yesterday of the result of 
the election, and he was asked to notify 
the board of county commissiones of De- 
Kalb county that the new building pro- 
posed for the courthouse should be erected 
in Stone Mountain, and not in Decatur. 
Secretary Candler stated that he would in- 
vestigate the matter at once and would 
reserve his opinion until he had carefully 
investigated the matter. 

It is quite probable that the secretary of 
state may be asked, by writeof mandamus, 
to grant the petition, or that the present 
board of county commissioners will be en- 
joined from beginning the construction of 
the new building. 

It is contended that the latest statute of 
the state requires that an election in re- 
gard to the removal of a county courthouse 
shall be decided by a two-thirds vote of 
the qualified voters who vote at an election 
for that purpoSe. The vote cast at last 
Wednesday's election was almost solidly 
for the removal, but the entire vote cast 
was not two-thirds of the total registered 
vote, as those who were opposed to the re- 
moval of the courthouse remained away 
from the polls. The entire question hinges 
on the interpretation of the statute. If 
two-thirds of the registered Véte is Ter 
quired, the courthouse will” fémaii in the 
city of Decatur; if two-thirds of the regis- 
tered Vote that is voted is required, the 
courthouse will be carried to Stone: Moun- 
tain. That is all trere is to the question, 
so the voters on both sides gay it is the 
statute that will be interpreted in the 
courts which must decide the question. 

The discussion cf the situation has not 
been taken scriously by Messrs. Golucke & 
Stewert, the architects, who furnished the 
plans for the new building that were ac- 
cepted by the county commissioners, 

‘We have been notified by the commis- 
sioners that our plans were accépted. We 
have received nothing to the contrary. Of 
course we will proceed as thoungh the 
question hed not been sprung. Buls will 
not be received until January 2th, and 
there is yet ample time for the question 
to be decided. The plans call for the erec- 
tion of a new county courthouse for De- 
Kalb county in the city of Decatur. 

“We are making some detailed drawings 
for the building and feel no uneasiness 
about the matter. If there is anything il-

May 
corn opened from 26% to 2%, declined to 
264@264c, closing at *he inside, 4%@%c un- 
der yesterday. Cash corn sold at steady 
prices, but the nominal tone in that branch 
at the close was easy.

Atlanta, December 4.—The general trade 
went home yesterday quite bullish. The 
strong news regarding the situation in 
Argentine, the almost total failure of the 
crops in India and Australia and European 
requirements from th.s country exceeding 
our exportable surplus, according to cer- 
tain authorities, made it appear all the 
more certain that we were on the eve of 
another upturn—this time in the nineties. 
Chicago bulls bought liberally, holders 
added to their lines and shorts covered. 
They all expected a higher Liverpool mar- 
ket this morning and fresh bullish Bene, 
and it was the disappointment that caus 
the break this morning. Traders who had 
wheat were anxious to sell it out, most 
of them around the opening, but the in- 
different demand and nothing in’ the way 
of news to sustain prices made it a diffi- 
cult market on which to sell, and there 
was a steady concession in prices the whole 
session. The apprehension regarding the 
crop in Argentine does not seem (to be 
felt on the other side. Antwerp, which is 
usually affected first by any adverse con- 
dition, closed 12% centimes lower, Berlin 
was off % mark, while Paris was higher, 
the equivalent of about %c. The Modern 
Miller was a l‘ttle bearish on the flour 
trade, saying that the market fs not keep- 
ing pace with the advance in wheat. Re- 
ports from Minneapolis say that mills there 
will shut down for a short period in order 
to reduce stock owing to the close of nav- 
igation as the export demand has fallen off 
materially. Cash men claim there has 
been a good local demand for spot wheat, 
but we have heard of no important trans- 
actions with offerings larger at relatively. 
lower prices than any time since delivery 
day. The speculative market closed weak 
at about the low point.

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Says Georgia Is the Future Mining 
District of the Country—Result 
of His Explorations. 


Mr. George P. Good, a wealthy capitalist 
and gold-mining expert from Colorado, 
was in the city yesterday morning and 
gave some interesting facts relative to 
gold mining in this state and the future 
prospects of the industry. 

After a life-time experience in the gold 
mining business in California and the 
Rockies, Mr. Good, after carefully studying 


‘the fields for six weeks in Georgia, says 


this state will be the territory for the fu- 
ture successful mining of the country. 

He stites the possibilities of this indus- 
try here are unlimited; that the metal 
exists in- immense quantities, and that all 
that is necessary’ is the capital and more 
approved methods of treating the ore. So 
much faith has. Mr. Good in Georgia min- 
ing that in the near future he intends to 
locate here himself and invest in the most 
promising regions. 

Mr. Good also claims that Georgla gold 
mines are beginning to be ap- 
preciated by capitalists of the 
country and that wealthy syn- 
dicates are now being formed in London, 


the east and the west for the express pur- 
pose of uniting their energies in northern 
Georgia. 

According to the capitalist, the industry 
in Georgia is just in its incipiency. While 
it is true it has been known that for fifty 
years gold existed in the northern part of 
the state, yet the quality and quantity have 
never been realized‘ until within the last 
few monthx Mining experts have been 
flocking into the mining regions, and the 
wonderful siccess of their explorations has 
attracted the notice of the capitalists of 
the whole ccuntry. 

Outlook Is Bright. 

“I was greatly surprised,’’ said Mr. Good, 
“when, after six weeks of exploring, I 
found such briliiant .prospects for the in- 
dustry here in Gecrgia. There is absolutely 
ho dvubt but that. the northern part of the 
state is the coming gold mining region of 
the corntiry. ' 

“IL predict. trat by next spring millions 
of capital from not only this country, but 
from England will be eentered here. There 
is no duvubt about the metal being in this 
region in vast quantities, but the industry 
is hampered by the lack of capital. When 
the farmers realize they Fave gold on their 
lands they immediately deem a reasonabie 
price, to be exceedingly low, and con- 
sequently are hampering the work because 
no one is willing to pay their prices. 

“Now this belt extends*through North 
and Scuth €erolina, :teuches the south- 
eastern part ‘of Tennessee, enters Georgia 
in the northeastern -corner,:-runs .south- 
west in @ straight dine to Alabama and 
thence to the gulf. There afte innumerable 
mines in this territory: and some are dving 
a good business, but none, in:my Opinion, 
are coming’.up’ to their full possibilities. 

“This favt is due to two reasons—a lack 
of capital and an tncorrect method of treat- 
ing the ore. Most.of the mines are using 
the stamp process, which I have found is 
cut of date in the mcst modern mines. 


Pneumatic Process the Best. 

“The pneumatic sizers or separators are 
undoubtedly the best. This separates the 
particles of ore by the use of air instead 
of water, as in thé ordinary hydraulic 
sizer. By this method, which is. being 
adopted by leading mines aJjl over the 
country, it is well nigh impossible to lose 
but very ltttle of the values. 

“If the mines are worked properly there 
is no reason why Georgia people should 
not grow immensely wealthy. I believe 
years ago, when the mining fever was 
raging in California, the people rushed 
over better values right here than they 
found in the far west. Of course I do not 
mean by this the industry 1s as prosperous 
here as in California, because they are fur 
in advance in yeurs, but that is no reason 
why Georgia shvuld not produce in the 
near future just as good, if not better 
metal, than is found in the Rockies, 

“f came to Georgia to investigate the 
reports I had heard of the good pros- 
pects here, for my own interests. I am 
more than agreeably surprised. What I 
have found is beyond my expectations. As 
soun as I can arrange soine vf my bus- 
iness hf. the west I am coming right here 
and begin digging. 

“Since my arrival I have visited the ful- 
lowing points, where the prospwcts are de- 
cidedly encouraging: Thomas, Jahlonega, 
Newbridge, Auraria, Cantun, Bremen, 
Yorkville, Dalton, Villa Kica, Carrollton, 
Tullupoosa; also points in the counties of 
Rabun, Fulton, Murray, Bartow, FBoik, 
Upson and Lincoln 

‘There are millions of dollars in hidden 
treusures in these’ places, which if prop- 
erly developed may be secured. There is 
nv doubt but that the eye of the gold 
kings are right on this district, and I pre- 
dict a wonderful immigration to Georgia 
this winter. This not only means a great 
deal tu the state, but to the whole seuth.” 

Mr. Goud left the city at 11 o’clock yes- 
terduy morning for the north, As an evi- 
dence of his faith tn Georgia’s gold he 
suys he will open up several mines in the 
nerthern part of the state this winter. 
There is little doubt but that the state’s 
nutural resvurces are coming to the front 
with wonderful strides.

It is pleasant and refreshing, arid, some- 
how, it is not at all-~shocking to read of 
Washington as loving a game of cards in 
almost any company, and as paying his 
gtakes, when he-lost the rubber, like every 
other well-conducted’ man of his century;

or to have a round of balls and evenings at 
the theater; as enjoying, horses and dogs 
and the stalking. of deer; as indulging in 
small-beer and cidér, and his couple of 
glssses of Madeira,,.after dinner; and as 
sending careful orders to his London tailor. 
“T° want neither laces nor embroidery,” he 
wrote to the Poole of the perjad; “plain 
clothes; with a gold..or silver button (if 
worn in genteel ' dress) are all I desire. 
My stature is six “feat; otherwise rather 
slender than corpulent.”” It would be an 
additional comfortifsone could catch “‘The 
Brave. Sirs .of Coliiibiat’ in the employ- 
ment of bad or inelegant English. “Gen- 
teel,”” as we know tf; is a»vile word; but 
the contemporaries: of Wasitington, and 
those wpon whom they based their literary 
style, employed ‘“‘genteel’’ wery freely.

Sheridan, who survived him twenty years, 
spoké in ‘“‘The Rivails’’ of ‘‘a genteel man, 
a pretty figure of & man; Jane Austen 
wrote of “an uinsupportable criowd, in 
which there was not a genteel face to be 
seen": and they all followed in the wake 
of Ben Jonson, of Sir Richard Steele, and 
of 2.ur own countryman, Mr. Cotton Ma- 
ther, who reported that “the colouy at 
New Haven was under the conduct of holy, 
prudent, and genteel persons.”” The Lon- 
don tailor, therefore, comprehended the 
allusion to “genteel dress,” which is the 
genteel thing at uny time, and, no doubt, 
he made Washington a pretty figure of a 
Man, and justified the use of the word. 

Mr. Wilson's Washington is the Wash- 

ington of the author of “A Shabby Gen- 
teel Story,’’ who, in pertraying genteel so- 
clety in Virginia, which was anything but 
shabby, showed us Major Washington as 
very handsome, very tall and very good, 
but with not a grain of wild oats to ex- 
hibit as the result of the sowings of his 
youth. Mme. Esmond, who admired him 
greatly, was never weary of praising him 
to her sons; and once, when he gave an 
imitation of Braddock’s heavy person and 
great boots floundering through the wovuds 
after the wild turkey, she even conceded 
to his fase that he was “vasfly comical.” 
Thackeray hints that the young major had 
a tender feeling for Mme, Esmund, who 
was hix senior by some fifteen years, aad 
Mr. Wilson proves that WasRington was 
fond of ladies and of their society at all 
periods of his existence. It is to be re- 
gretted that he does not give us more of 
the details of Washington’s wooing of 
the Widow Custis, near Williamsburg, in 
1758. ' 
Mr. Wilson is to be-thanked ‘for putting 
fiesh upon Washington's bones and for in- 
jecting hlood inte his veins. He does not 
lessen our admiration and affection for the 
individ. Washington in the slightest de- 
gree; although he leaves in our mind a 
certain tinpression that even Mr. Wilson, 
notwithstanding his familiarity with his 
subject, is still a little bit afraid of Wash- 
ington.

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Some Sort of a Sub-Traffic Agreement | 
To Be Made. 
CORNERING THE OLD CAROLINA 


Traffic Manager Emerson Is Accused 
of Tricks That Are Vain by His 
Connections—Worked Cotton. 


The South Carolina and Georgia railroad 
is about to be brought into some sort of 
an agreement with certain of its connec- 
tions by which the line named promises 


| to stop playing a lone hand. 


Traffic Manager L. A. Emerson, of the 
South Carolina and Georgia, has been 
criticised roundly by the offic’als of other 
roads for many things. It was stated to 
the Georgia railroad commission the other 
day by some of the witnesses that Mr. 
Emerson wad responsible for the low 
through rates on fertilizers and other ar- 


ticles. 
“But he has suggested that we form an 


agreement to restore rates and put up a 
forfeit,”” said Mr. Papy, of the Plant sys- 


tem. 

“Make it a big one,” said Captain Purse, 
of the Savannah freight bureau. The idea 
was that the South Carolina and Georgia 
might break the agreement. Mr. Emerson 
has never had faith in traffic agreements, 
and’ his remarks on the contract of the 
Southern States Freight Association do not 
elicit a pleasant smile from members when 
repeated to them. But there was a time 
when Mr. Emerson was accused of being a 
bad man: by his connections, and took it 
all with a gentle protest. Last July he sent 
a cotton tariff to Washington and had it 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion according to law. This tariff cut the 
rate from Augusta to Charleston about 
6 cents. No one concerned discovered the 
new tariff. Mr. Emerson, or one of his rep- 
resentatives, went around among the cot- 
ton men of Augusta, quoted them a rate 
of 18 cents, shipside delivery, against <4 
cents, which was prevailing, and he made 
contracts with some of them to carry thou- 
sands of bales out of Augusta. The ex- 
porters were cautioned not to say a word 
about the rate that had been given them. 
They were to refuse to say a word or to 
give the slightest intimation. 

After a while the cotton season opened 
up, and the South Carolina road got all 
the cotton out of Augusta. The other lines 
said that something was wrong, and as 
the Carolina kept getting 'the business, they 
wrote Mr. Emerson, accusing him of cut- 
ting the rate and threatening him with 
an investigation by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

To all these complaints he replied that 
he was taking all his cotton at authorized 
rates, and he defied the representatives of 
other lines to do their worst. They kept 
writing to him, and he always answered 
them that he was not giving any rebate 
or secret rate. Finally some competitor 
found that the Carolina road was charging 
only 18 cents a hundred pounds, and he 
was confronted with tthe evidence and 
asked what he had to say. 

“That is our published rate on file in 
Washington, and has been there for two 
months,’’ he replied. 

An examination of the records showed 
that it was true. After that some of the 
other traffic managers were so mad that 
they would hardly speak to Mr. Emerson. 
He had done them all up badly. 

That incident was not told to the state 
railroad commission, but this one was: 
The Plant system, the Central of Georgia, 
the Southern, and perhaps one or two other 
roads made an agreement last year not to 
lend Mr. Emerson any cars with which to 
ship fertilizers out of Charleston. This was 
their method of bringing him to terms-on 
rates and possibly some other matters. He 
did not have cars enough of his own to 
handle the fertilizers at Charleston, and 
if he could not borrow, he would be in a 
bad fix. But he made a quiet deal with the 
Seaboard, and before the other lines knew 
what was happening the Carolina and the 
Seaboard had hauled 600 car loads of fer- 
tilizers out of the state. He is a traffic 
manager of resources, but recently his con- 
nections have been laying for him, and they 
think they have him in a corner at last. 


MOVING TO ATLANTA. 


The Southern’s Supply Department 
Comes from Richmond Today. 
The Southern Railway Company’s supply 
department moves from Richmond to At- 
lanta today. It will be located in the old 
Richmond and Danville dAir-Line shops. 
Mr. E. F. Weld is the general storekeeper. 
He has already moved his family here. 
His office force is not very large. The 
supplies on hand will not be moved here, 
but orders will be filled from the Richmond 
storehouse until the stock there is exhaust- 
ed. New stock, however, will be brought 

to Atlanta. 

It is absolutely necessary in order to 
get the best results to locate all the gen- 
eral offices in Atlanta. Washington is so 
remote that it takes forty-eight hours to 
get from one end of the system to the 
other, and there is costly delay in referring 
business to that point from all over the 
system. The general officers recognize the 
wisdom of moving back to Atlanta; but 
the Richmond people think that the head- 
quarters ought to be there if moved away 
from Wshington. The Southern’s charter 
was granted by the Virg.nia legislature 
and in defference to sentiment in that state 
headquarters are not moved back to At- 
lanta, where they used to be. Never since 
they were moved away has the business 
of the system been handled as satisfac- 
torily as it was in the last half of 1891 and 
the early part of 1892.

10 DECIDE: CONTESTS 


House Committee on Elections To Held a 
Session Today. 


FIGHT OVER CLAY COUNTY SEAT 
Five Witnesses Who in They Voted 
for Foster but Not the Popu- 
list Nominee. 


Two important cases which have been 
hanging fire for several weeks will prob- 
ably be decided by the committee on elec- 
tions this morning. 

Whether the pcepulist shall be unseated 
from Baldwin county and a democrat sub- 
stituted, and whether the same programme 
shall be carried out in Clay county, are 
questions for the solution of which many 
have been looking forward during the last 
few weeks. The Baldwin county contest 
has been heard and only the decision of the 
committee remains to be made. It is based 
almost entirely upon technicalities. No 
cherges of deliberate fraud are made, but 
it is claimed that ene of the managers at 
a& country precinct was not a free holder, 
and in consequence of that fact the election 
shovld be declared off. Other evidence has 
been brought forward to show that E. N. 
Ennis, the populist, should be unseated 
and Hon. Robert Whitfield, the democratic 
candidate, put in. The case has been ar- 
gued out at length and nothing remains 
but the decision of the committee and the 
action of the general assembly. 

Probably the mest unique case with 
which the elections committee has had to 
deal is the contest from Clay county. Two 
special committees have visited the county 
for the purpose of recounting the ballots. 
The last sub-committee will make its re- 
port today to the general committee on 
elections and privileges. It is said that 
they will recommend that Foster, the 
populist, be unseated, and Killingsworth 
put in. In the recount of ballots it was 
found by them that thirty-two had been 
placed in fcr Foster. The men who cast 
these ballots were! summoned before the 
committee and asked for whom they intend- 
ed to vote.. Five testified that they intend. 
ed to vote for Jchn Foster, a democrat 
living in the ccunty. It is upon these five 
votes that the fight will come. Should they 
be thrown out, Killingsworth will be seated. 
A. Li! Foster, the populist, claims that 
those who state they voted for John Foster 
are negroes and have been bought over. 
A lively fight is promised in the house over 
the contest. 

The committee on elections will hold 
sessions today and it is probable that both 


the Baldwin and Clay county contest 
be decided, .é en
